It  is 
not  troubled  by  insects  or  fungi.  It 
blooms  every  season.  It  increases  in 
bloom  and  beauty  for  several  years.  It 
may  be  divided  any  time  the  ground  is 
in  workable  condition.  It  is  easy  to 
transplant.  What  more  could  one  ask? 
What  other  perennial  measures  up  to 
such  a  standard?  For  more  about  hemer- 
ocallis  see  page  16. 


HINTS  ON  GLADIOLUS 

1.  Plant  large  bulbs  5  in.  deep. 

2.  A  good  plan  is  to  stagger  the  bulbs 
in  the  trench  making  the  row  2  or  3 

:  l)ulbs  wide. 

M.  If  planted  in  rows,  the  trench  may 
be  filled  only  partially,  drawing  in  more 
soil  as  the  plants  grow, 
i  4.  Watch  the  growing  plants  for  thrips. 
If  gray  streaks  appear  on  the  foliage,  it 
indicates  the  presence  of  thrips.  It  is 
advisable  then  to  spray. 

5.  Cut  spikes  so  that  from  4  to  6 
leaves  are  left  for  bulb  development. 

6.  When  digging  bulbs,  remove  the 
stem  at  once  by  cutting  close  to  bulb. 

7.  Remove  bulbs  from  patch  imme¬ 
diately  when  dug  to  prevent  thrips  reach¬ 
ing  the  bulb  from  the  foliage. 

8.  It  is  important  to  dry  the  bulbs 
quickly  to  prevent  development  of  fung¬ 
ous  diseases. 

9.  Remove  old  bulb  in  4  to  6  weeks 
after  digging,  and  have  the  bulbs  clean 
for  storage. 

10.  If  necessary  to  use  fertilizer  mix 
it  well  with  the  soil.  Sheep  manure  100 
lbs.,  bone  meal  100  lbs.,  potash  20  lbs. 
mixed,  makes  a  good  fertilizer. 

11.  We  have  not  been  troubled  with 
thrips.  This  you  may  know  by  having 
visited  our  gardens  or  by  having  seen 
our  flowers  on  display.  Fumigation  of 
all  bulbs  in  storage,  and  mercuric  chlor¬ 
ide  treatment  of  all  bulbs  planted,  has 
given  us  immunity  from  injurious  insects 
and  has  kept  the  1)ulbs  clean  and  healthy.

NAPTHALENE  FLAKES 

If  thrips  were  present  in  your  gladiolus 
it  is  advisable  to  use  naptlialene  flakes 
among  the  bulbs.  After  the  bulbs  are 
thoroughly  dried,  and  preferably  after 
they  have  ])een  cleaned  and  are  ready 
for  storage,  probably  in  November,  use 
at  least  1  oz.  to  100  large  bulbs,  or  equiv¬ 
alent  bulk  of  smaller  ones.  Cover  the 
bulbs,  but  not  too  tightly  as  there  is  al¬ 
ways  some  evaporation.  Napthalene 
flakes  do  not  harm  the  ])ulhs  as  long  as 
they  are  entirely  dormant. 


MERCURIC  CHLORIDE 

( Corrosive  Sublimate  or  Bichloride 
of  IMercury) 

The  indispensable  and  universally  ac¬ 
cepted  treatment  of  gladiolus  for  disease 
cure  and  prevention  is  the  Mercuric 
Chloride  treatment.  This  treatment  kills 
insects,  such  as  thrips,  and  destroys  their 
eggs,  as  well  as  the  spores  of  fungi. 

Soak  the  bulbs  over  night  from  8  to 
12  hours,  in  a  solution  of  1  oz.  Mercuric 
Chloride  to  7  gallons  water.  Dissolve 
the  Mercuric  Chloride  powder  in  1  qt.  of 
hot  water  and  mix  it  with  the  7  gals,  of 
water,  which  should  be  above  60  degrees.

Use  a  non-metal  container,  such  as  a 
crock  or  a  wooden  container. 

If  necessary  to  use  the  solution  a  sec¬ 
ond  or  a  third  time,  add  oz.  Mercuric 
Chloride  to  maintain  the  strength  of  the 
solution,  and  add  enough  water  to  keep 
the  amount  up  to  the  7  gallons.  This 
treatment  should  not  be  done  till  plant¬ 
ing  time.  Bulbs  may  he  planted  wet  or 
allowed  to  dry  first. 

This  treatment  is  recommended  for  all 
gladiolus  bulbs  each  year,  regardless  of 
where  obtained.  It  is  an  important  fac¬ 
tor  for  continued  success  with  your  glad¬ 
iolus. 


SPRAYING 

If  it  is  necessary  to  spray  the  growing 
plants  for  thrips  or  other  insects,  there 
are  a  number  of  sprays  on  the  market 
easily  obtainable.  If  information  or  rec¬ 
ommendation  is  desired,  we  will  gladly 
answer  your  inquiry.

NEW  TYPE  CLASSIFICATION 

The  New  Type  Classification  of  Glad¬ 


iolus  as  adopted  by  the  Ohio  State  Glad¬ 
iolus  Society  in  1934. 

Exhibition  Type 

This  type  should  have  a  straight  stem 
with  a  long  flower  head  with  many  large 
florets  open  at  once,  regularly  placed  and 
spaced. 

Decorative  Type 

This  type  must  have  purity  of  color, 
charm,  gracefulness,  pleasing  and  har¬ 
monious  arrangement  of  florets,  and 
other  attributes  that  accentuate  the  dec¬ 
orative  qualities  of  the  entire  spike  en¬ 
semble. 

Small  Decorative  Type  should  have 
the  attributes  of  the  Decorative  Type 
except  for  the  matter  of  size  of  florets 
which  shall  not  exceed  a  diameter  of 
three  inches.
